TO WHITE HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP) 
—The National Committee for 
an Effective Congress said yes- 
terday that Eisenhower Repub- 
licans in Congress are “leader- 
less” and are not getting effec- 
tive help from the White House.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (UP)

In Addition to Girard 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Girard affair in Japan has 
been in the headlines for quite some 
time now—and rightly so. When 
our soldiers, sailors and airmen's 
rights are at stake, they should be 
the subject of thorough public scru- 
tiny and discussion. At the other 
end of Asia, in Saudi Arabia, dis- 
crimination is practiced against mem- 
bers of our armed forces, yet very 
little has been said or written about 
it lately. 

Under the terms of an agreement, 
{t was made mandatory for the 
United States to execute a demand’ 
by Saudi Arabia that Americans of 
the Jewish faith be excluded from 
service in the military forces as- 
signed to the Dharan airbase. In 
addition, because of the insistence 
of Saudi Arabia, chaplains of the 
various faiths are not allowed to 
wear or display insignia and other 
identification of the clergy. They 
are obliged to perform their reli- 
gious services surreptitiously. 

Thus our Government is placed in 
a position where it not only con- 
dones but actually exercises discrim- 
ination among its own citizens and 
denies them the full freedom of re- 
ligion to which they are entitled. 
This violation of democratic prin- 
ciples is a damaging blow to our 
national prestige throughout the 
world. But above all, can we ask 
our service men to defend the very 
rights we deny them?” 

It is imperative that discriminatory 
clauses in the Saudi Arabian pact be 
removed or that the Dharan airbase 
be abandoned and replaced by a 
base in a friendly country.

Those Pesky E-Bonds 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a Series E bond-a-month pur- 
ehaser, I appreciate the recent ad- 
vance in interest paid to the pur- 
chaser. but I must confess these 
often-changing maturity dates have 
me confused. 

These dates have been changed 
two or three times in recent years. 
When one holds bonds for another 
10 years (or is it eight years and 
ii months now?) it becomes even 
more involved both in dates and 
figures. 

The actual maturity date shown 
on the face of the bond can’t always 
be depended on either, for some- 
times there is old stock which must 
be used. The only way one has now 
of actually knowing when a partic- 
ular bond is to mature—after being 
held for another 10 years—is to take 
the same down and inquire. 

Just what the amount comes to 
at that time is something that re- 
quires looking into — the average 
man doesn’t know. 

A much simpler plan would have 
been to have these E bonds mature 
at the end of the usual 10- and 20- 
year periods and make them tax 
exempt. That would have much 
more appeal to the average investor 
and eliminate figuring interest 
earned and checking of same on in- 
come tax returns. 

A still different idea could have 
been to have these bonds mature at 
the end of the full 10- or 20-year pe- 
riod but have the original purchase 

ice reduced in some degree. This 

tter plan would have made it easier 
for some people to save enough to 

rchase a bond—and they would 

ave been inclined to retain same 
for a longer span of years.

A Major Inquiry Opens 

The fiscal and economic investigation which 
has just opened under Senator Byrd's chairman- 
ship can contribute much to the nation’s wel- 
fare if Senator Byrd constantly discounts the 
political motives that are bound to appear— 
including his own. 

Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, the first 
witness, offered a good example. Mr. Humphrey 
has a political stake in proving that Administra- 
tien fiscal and economic policies have been in 
the national interest. And so he quite naturally 
testified that while he admitted some trifling 
imperfections in Administration policies, he en- 
tertained no doubt whatever of their wisdom— 
which is to say, his wisdom. 

But except to Mr. Humphrey the question of 
Mr. Humphrey's wisdom is not the supremely 
important issue before the committee. What the 
committee should be interested itn is whether the 
present financial and credit machinery of the 
country is adequate to do all the jobs it must 
do—sustain employment, yet restrain danger- 
ous inflation, finance the orderly exchange of 
goods and services yet provide also incentives 
for the steady growth we must have to employ 
a growing population. 

Mr. Humphrey may or may not be the greatest 
Secretary of the Treasury since somebody or 
other, but we suspect that he has in a general 
way followed pretty much the policies that 
almost any occupant of his office, Republican or 
Democrat, would have followed during these 
years. In giving an impression of serene confi- 
dence in his own infallibility, Mr. Humphrey 
forgets that he came into office with “tight 
money” resolutions, then was compelled to set 
them aside in order to combat the recession of 
1954, and finally returned to “tight money” as 
inflation again became a threat. 

If the Secretary thinks of himself as an unde- 
viating advocate of “tight money” he does him- 
self an injustice. It is far more to his credit 
that he prepared to go in the other direction 
when the condition of the country required it. 
That is what we need above all in Government 
fiscal and economic policy—fiexibility, adapta- 
bility to changing times, the wisdom and cour- 
age to apply correctives and maintain a bal- 
ance instead of compounding error. 

This often means being deflationary while 
the economy leans to inflation, and being in- 
flationary when other influences push toward 
depression. It should also mean receptiveness 
to constant review and reform of the machinery 
by which the balancing process is carried out. 

Does a natipnally necessary “tight money” 
policy impose unnecessary or undesirable hard- 
ship on particular segments of the economy, 
such as small business or home construction? 
If so, we need ways toYelieve the injured seg- 
ments without abandoning the over-all ‘restraint 
to inflation. 

The Byrd committee could perform a great 
service by exploring how this can be done.

A Chance for the Cordiner Plan 


The special Senate subcommittee selected to 
make a formal study of the Cordiner report, 
which calls for modernizing the pay and man- 
power structure of the armed forces, has a very 
important task on its hands. It first must de- 
cide if the report could save money and also 
increase combat capability and then, if the an- 
swer is Yes, how to turn the plan into law. 

When the Cordiner plan was announced it was 
hailed as a probable means of saving five bil- 
lion dollars annually by 1962 as well as improv- 
ing combat capability. The Pentagon, many 
Congressmen and, it appeared, the Administra- 
tion, were behind the plan. It was the product 
of a committee headed by Ralph J. Cordiner, 
president of the General Electric Co., which had 
worked on the survey more than a year. Briefly, 
the committee found that the officers and men 
most valuable in the handling of the new and 
complex weapons are underpaid while other per- 
sonnel are overpaid under the “Methuselah sys- 
tem” of rewarding on a seniority basis. 

But the Administration weakened in its sup- 
port of the Cordiner plan and allowed the 
Budget Bureau to reject most of its proposals 
as not being opportune. The White House is 
now said to fear that an uninformed public re- 
action to the highly selective pay increases pro 
posed would stimulate wage rises in private in- 
dustry. It seems doubtful that pay rises for a 
relatively few people in uniform would trigger 
a wage increase for civilians, most of whom al- 
ready are earning more money. And why should 
the Government be so lethargie or so secretive 
as to permit any uninformed public reaction? 

One of the strongest indorsements of the 
Cordiner plan comes from Gen. Curtis LeMay, 
chief of the Strategic Air Command, who says 
that under the plan he could get along with 10 
per cent fewer personnel and operate at higher 
efficiency. If they were paid better there would 
be an end to the exoduses such as that of 1955 
when 4000 pilots left the Air Force, represent- 
ing a training loss alone of $480,000,000. Better 
pay would mean that civilian ifdustry would not 
be draining off these men in crippling numbers. 

If the United States wants to stay ahead of 
any potential aggressor, it must stay ahead in 
the quality of its armed service personnel as 
well as in the quality of its weapons. The Cor- 
diner report may well be the guide for this goal.

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The Dirt on the Bakery Floor 


The story told to investigating members of 
Congress by a former president of a Bakery 
Workers’ local in Chicago is a story of demo 
cratic trade unionism suppressed by force. Gil- 
bert Mann testified he was put out of office at 
the point of a pistol held by George L. Stuart, 
then a vice president but since resigned. 

This is essentially the same story of frustration 
of the members which the McClellan committee 
had already heard in its investigation of the 
Teamsters’ Union. Its parallel on the manage- 
ment side is the corporation in which manage- 
ment has abused its trust relationships with 
labor. This latter is a half of the work laid out 
for it into which the McClellan committee has 
not yet delved deeply. 

The appalling evidence it is digging up in the 
Bakery Workers’ Union, like that it found in the 
Teamsters’ Union, should encourage the investi- 
gating committee to renewed efforts. There is 


> 
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all too evidently much work yet to be done in 
disclosing ‘criminal or other improper activities” 
in the labor-management field by labor, and by 
management. 


Complicating the Girard Case 

The perplexing case of Army Specialist Third 
Class William C. Girard is made the more diffi- 
cult by the court order of Federal District Judge 
McGarraghy ef Washington forbidding the de- 
livery by the United States of the soldier to 
Japanese authorities for trial. 

Secretary of State Dulles is authority for the 
statement that the Girard case has had Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's close attention. Indeed the 
Secretary says that the President himself ap- 
proved a Japanese trial for the 21-year-old Ot- 
tawa (Ill.) soldier on the charge of having killed 
a native woman in Japan by firing an. empty 
cartridge from a grenade launcher. Under our 
Status of Forces agreement with Japan, it is only 
fair that guilt or innocence on such a charge 
be determined in the Japanese courts. 


But now Federal District Judge McGarraghy ° 


says it would be a denial of Girard's rights if 
he were required to stand trial in a Japanese 
court. He bases his ruling on his interpretation 
that the fatal shot “Arose out of an act or omis- 
sion done in the performance of officiel duty.” 

Those are the words of the Status of Forces 
agreement with Japan, but the crucial question 
is who shall decide whether disputed cases come 
under this clause. If a United States court can 
make the decision without reference to Japanese 
wishes or law, then Japan has forfeited sover- 
eignty over its own soil. Neither Japan nor 
any other country with American troops is 
likely to tolerate such a situation for long. 

That is why our working agreement with 
Japan provides that disputed cases shall be 
interpreted by a joint American-Japanese com- 
mission on which both countries in effect enjoy 
a veto. That is to say, decisions must be 
unanimous and hence must reflect agreement 
rather than the imposition of its will by either. 

The only reasonable way to see the Girard 
case is in terms of a situation completely re- 
versed. As we asked on this page two weeks 
ago: If Japanese sailors from a Japanese war- 
ship killed an American citizen in San Francisco 
would authorities in this country be content to 
have them go back to Tokyo to stand trial? 

Brig. Gen. §.L. A. Marshall, military analyst 
for the Detroit News, finds the Girard case 
going “from bad to worse” and that was before 
the court order in Washington. Commenting on 
the extravagant message of Girard’s brother, 
“You are a national hero,” Marshall wrote: 

There was nothing heroic about the tragic 
accident which resulted in death to a sim- 
ple Japanese woman. Girard was defending 
nothing worth defending. He acted badly. 

Either he is a stupidly reckless boy or he is 

criminally negligent. His folly is not the 

mark of a good soldier. One doesn’t use a | 
firearm to frighten off an unarmed person 
when that person is close enough to be 
shooed away. 

One after another, incidents involving our mil- 
itary personnel in Japan, Taiwan, Greece and 
elsewhere have marred the relations between 
the United States and other peoples. The pros- 
pect of a prompt trial for Girard was beginning 
to relieve the tensions in Japan. Now—just as 
Japanese Prime Minister Kishi arrives in Wash- 
ington—the problem is confounded by Judge 
MeGarraghy's injunction. The Japanese will 
think that we do not know our own minds in 
this tragic case. 
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Civil Defense and Lame Ducks 


In the days of the ordinary atomic bomb, the 
Federal Civil Defense Administration had some 
plans and programs that bore evidence of a life- 
saving potential. But since the advent of the 
super hydrogen bomb with its fallout shadow of 
death extending for several hundred miles, the 
reason for the FCDA is wide open to question. 

Evacuation of cities likely to be attacked used 
to be the procedure in the days of the atomic 
bomb. But now it is said that the only answer 
is massive and numerous shelters. The expense 
for the cities of this nation, the FCDA says, 
would total around $65,000,000,000—and even 
then only about 60 per cent of the inhabitants 
would survive the blast and the weeks of fallout 
peril. The price tag has caused the National 
Security Council to shelve the shelter plan. 

So just what is the status of civil defense? It 
seems to be this: Val Peterson, who headed it 
for four years, has been made ambassador to 
Denmark. He is to be succeeded by former Gov. 
Leo A. Hoegh of Iowa who was defeated last 
November. Almost simultaneously, former Gov. 
Forrest Smith, now 71 years old, has been 
favored by the White House (after an assist 
from Gov. Blair) with a $10,800-appointment as 
a civil defense co-ordinator in Missouri. 

Gov. Blair was asked what duties Mr. Smith 
would perform. His reply was that Mr. Smith 
would co-ordinate planning of evacuation in 
event of a disaster. Mr. Smith has been a poli- 
ticlan most of his life and he has held public 
office for 40 years but he has never held any 
military office or shown any ability that would 
qualify him for taking part in handling any 
evacuation of a city in case of a disaster. 
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Digging Divots With Middlecoff 


Dr. Cary Middlecoff, the golfing dentist who 
took such a licking in the National Open cham- 
pionship playoff the other day, actually is one 
of the finest golfers in the world. Twice previ- 
ously he has won what is known to the sports 
writing trade as the “coveted crown.” In the re- 
cent playoff he had an off day, that's all. 

Dr. Middlecoff also has written a book, “Ad- 

vanced Golf.” Thumbing through it before the 
playoff we ran across a section that we felt sure 
ought to be meat and potatoes for that other 
golfer, the famous one of the White House put- 
ting green. In that particular section the good 
dentist describes a competitive round at the 
Augusta National Golf Club where the Masters’ 
Tournament is held each year and where Golfer 
Eisenhower occasionally digs a few divots. 
. If Sherman Adams or, more likely, Jim Hag- 
erty, were to leaf through the Middlecoff thesis 
with the aim of briefing the President on how 
to tackle the course—this on the theory, say, 
that the sunniest disposition improves in direct 
proportion to a lowered golf score—the result 
would be a good measure of Middlecoff and a 
few hints for the President. 

That particular round, the final one of the 
1956 Masters, was played in a wind that blew 
with a minimum force of about 35 miles an 
hour; there were frequent gusts of up to about 
50 miles an hour. Yet Middlecoff played the 
course in a very creditable 77, and might have 
won the tournament save for a double-bogey on 
the par-four 17th. 

Middlecoff made a few mistakes, on the 17th 
and a couple of other places. But who doesn't? 
What's gone is gone. That's what Middlecoff 
said about that round and what he'll say about 
the open playoff, and that’s good advice for the 
President. Forget about those balls driven out 
of bounds, those dubs, those shanks, those missed 
putts. There's always another day.

Senator Kefauver is investigating 
again and is putting together a fasci- 
nating collection of contradictions and 
coincidences, with overtones of skul- 
duggery. 

His present concern is the open- 
handed governmental generosity toward 
a private corporation involving a sub- 
tidy of millions of dollars for a hydro- 
electric project originally authorized 
on the representation that it would cost 
the United States nothing. 


Along the way he has uncovered exam- 
ples of official concealment which ap 
pear to go beyond 
the normal bureau- 
cratic disdain for 
the public’s right 
to know about pub- 
lic business and 
which clearly made 
possible a _  stock- 
market coup by 
favored insiders.

The corporation whose dealings with 
the Government are under scrutiny is 
the Idaho Power Co. 

It has been licensed by the Federal 
Power Commission to harness the 
Snake river on the Idaho-Oregon bor- 
der, the last great undeveloped water 
power resource on the continent, for 
hydroelectric production. 


Taxes Cut by $30,000,000. 


It first applied for the right 10 years 
ago, and twice went to the Supreme 
Court to protect the valuable franchise:

After the Supreme Court had ruled 


finally in its behalf, the company ob- 
tained from the Office of Defense Mo- 
bilization, a White House agency, a 
certificate with the effect of reducing 
its tax bill by $30,000,000 over a five- 
year period, under a war measure for 
provi ms incentives for the construc- 
tion of facilities useful to the national 
defense. 

This was such an unexpected use of 
the authority of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization for a purpose where no 
need for additional incentive had been 
revealed that Congress under the lead- 
ership of Virginia's Senator Harry F. 
Byrd is about to tighten the restric- 
tions sharply. 

Repeatedly during its course the 
Idaho Power Co. case has uced in- 
teresting coincidences of logy: 

July 27, 1955: The Federal Power 
Commission, according to the date 
shown in its files, voted to award the 
license, but made no immediate public 
announcement of the decision. 

July 28, 1955: Jerome K. Kuyken- 
dall, chairman of the Federal Power 
Commission, was asked about the status 


of the case while appearing before the 
House Small Business Committee. He 
replied: “The matter is before the 
commission now. ...I do not think it 
would be proper for me to discuss ac- 
tion on a matter that is before the com- 
mission for decision.” 


Aug. 2, 1955: Congress, which had 
been considering a public power proj- 
ect on the site, adjourned without act- 
ing. 

Aug. 4, 1955: The Federal Power 
Commission made public its decision 
taken July 27. 


In Wake of Fast Write-Off. 


There was also a delay between the 
decision and the public announcement 
that the Office of Defense Mobilization 
would authorize a fast tax write-off for 
the power company, with curious con- 
sequences: 


April 17, 1957: Write-off certificate 
authorized by the Office of Defense 
Mobilization and the Idaho Power Co. 
informed, but public announcement 
withheld until April 25. 


April 17, 1957: A burst of stock- 
market trading in shares of Idaho Pow- 
er Co. began. The stock advanced $3.50. 
(Senator Kefauver is now trying to 
ascertain the identity of the buyers who 
increased the volume of trading from 
950 shares April 16 to 4300 shares the 
day the ODM decision was made and 
revealed to a few.) 

J. B. Wyckoff, head of the tax amor- 
tization division of the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization, told the investigat- 
ing committee that he had informed 
Idaho Power Co. representatives pri- 
vately of the decision. 

He also told the committee that the 
same information would have been 
available to anyone who inquired. 

The committee then produced a wit- 
ness who had made just such an in- 

uiry April 22, five days after the au- 
thorization had been granted, and was 
told that no decision had been made. 

The public announcement was issued 
April 25.

ort Bug Posrnae 
NLRB EXAMINER 
ACCUSED OF BIAS 
BY NLRB COUNSEL 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP) 
«NLRB attorneys accused a 
National Labor Relations Board 
trial examiner today of distort- 
ing evidence in clearing a union 
of charges of “violence” in a 
southern Ohio telephone strike. 

The lawyers said further that 
examiner C. W. Whittemore 
took an “anti-employer ap- 
proach (in) the entire ease” and 
that his report was “biased and 
feplete with half truths and 
misrepresentations.” 

The case concerned ore 
by the Ohio Consolidated Te 

hone Co. of Portsmouth that 

he Communications Workers 

of Ameri¢a and its Local 4372 
engaged in unfair labor prac- 
tices in a 1956-57 strike over a 
contract. The company charged 
the union with many acts of 
violence. 

Whittemore, after hearing the 
ease for 20 days in Portsmouth, 
recommended that thé com- 
plaint be dismissed. He said the 
company was to blame for most 
of the violence Because the firm 
hired “éutsiders” ahd “straf- 
gérs” who incited the strikers. 


Reversal Is Urged. 


In a brief filed with the 
board, NLRB lawyers Daniel P. 
Dooley and Clifford L, Hardy 
of the Cincinnati office asked 
that Whittemore’s recommenda- 
tions be reversed. Failing that, 
they requested the case be re- 
heard by another examifer. 


“The trial examiner has dis- 
torted evidence and ignored 
evidence in making findings of 
fact adverse to the (NLRB) gen- 
eral counsél,” the NLRB law- 
yers said. 

“The trial examiner's adverse 
credibility findings are without 
éxception based on misstate- 
ments of testimony, faHlure to 
consider testimony and on false 
findings of fact...” 

Whittemore’s conduct in the 
case, they added, was “unwar- 
ranted and improper.” 

The attack by the NLRB 
lawyers on Whittemore, an 
examiner with close to 20 years 
experience, was described by 
one NLRB observer as the 
strongest ever made on an ex- 
aminer by the board's counsel. 

For its part, the union said in 
a brief to the board that Whitte- 
more’s entire report should be 
accepted. 


Last Day of Hearing. 


Noting that both NLRB coun- 
se] and the company accused 
Whittemore of bias, the union 
said that nothing had been said 
about this until the last day of 
the 20-day hearing, when the 
company asked W ittemore to 
disqualify himself. 

“Did it take 20 days of hear- 
ings for the (employer) to de- 
cide that the trial examiner was 
prejudiced and biased?” the 
ufiion asked. “We think not.” 

The Con ications-W orkers, 
referring to the contention of 
the company and the NLRB 
lawyers that some of the strik- 
érs had been “coerced” into 
testifying against management, 
asked the board: 

“Keep in mind that the trial 
examiner had the opportunity 
to see and hear 185 strikers 
testify and the general counsel 
and the (employer) ha dthe op- 
portunity to cross-examine each 
and ee one.” 

Both the NLRB counsel and 
the company, which also filed a 
protest, insisted that Whitte- 
More's conclusions should be 
ignored. 


Lawyers’ Findings. 

In 70 legal-size pages, the 
Government lawyers took up 
point by point conclusions they 
assert showed Whittemore’s 
‘bias and prejudice.” 

They noted, for example, that 
Whittemore had said that 
“comparative peace existed un- 
til the (employer) brought in 
strangers who stood around job 
sites without working—an in- 
Vitation to violence.” 

This, said the attorneys, is 
a “fantastic conclusion” based 
on what they called Whitte- 
more’'s “primitive prejudice.” 
Actually, they said, these men 
were needed to protect “valu- 
able property” and those actu- 
ally working. 

In another instance, they said 
Whittemore believed a “ridicu- 
lous story that officials for the 
employers—“planning mayhem 
Or assassination”’—hired inves- 
tigators and urged them to 
“jail, maim or hospitalize four 
strikers by running them down 
with an automobile.”

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U.S. Storm Losses to Be Heavy 
Due to Income Tax Deductions 


A big loser in damage from 
the recent storms will be the 
Government. Losses from a 


flood. tornado or other disaster | 


are deductible for income-tax 
purposes, both federal and state. 
Taxpayers suffering losses this 
year will be able to make de- 
ductions when they file returns 
On 1957 income next vear. 
Determining amount of loss 
is not a simple matter, an agent 
of the Internal Revenue Service 
explained today. Storm damage 
to homes and other property 
used for personal purposes is 
computed differently from casu- 
ality losses of business property 
The cost of repairing storm 
damage is not the determining 
factor. If a home owner was 
flooded out and had to spend 
$1200 in cleaning away mud, re- 
decorating and replacing ruined 
furniture, he is not permitted 


an arbitrary deduction of $1200.¢ 


The amount of deduction allow- 
able is the difference between 
the value of the property im- 
mediately before the casualty 
and its value immediately after 
the damage. 

This amount must be reduced 
by any insurance payments re- 
coverable or other compensa- 
tion received. Expenses for per- 
sonal injury, temporary lights. 
fuel. moving or rental of tem- 
porary quarters are not deduct- 
ible as part of the loss

Any loss 
on these must be the result of 
an hctual decrease in the value 
of the property as a whole and 
not merely the cost of replant- 
ing. But a home denuded of 
shade trees and shrubs certainly 
is not worth as much as it was 
before the storm hit. 

The home owners 
loss is deductible only if he 
itemizes his deductions. Should 
he use the standard deduction, 
determine his tax from the tax 
table or file Form 1040A, the 
loss may not be deducted, since 
an amount in lieu of all non- 
business deductions has been 
made a part of the standard 
deduction and the tax table 

In the case of business prop- 
erty or real estate held for pro- 
duction of income, the amount 
deductible as a casualty loss is 
the percentage of the depreci- 
ated cost which the destroyed 
portion is to the entire prop- 
erty, reduced by any insurance 
or other compensation. The 
casualty deduction allowed to

Ingredients: One large wedge 
(three ounces) Roquefort 
cheese, one package (eight 
ounces) cream cheese, one can 
(two ounces) caper-rolled an- 
chovies, brandy flavoring. 

Method: Have cheese at room 
temperature so it will be soft. 
Force Roquefort through a very 
fine strainer with a wooden 
spoon; this will be easiest to do 
if you use a large deep bowl 
so the strainer doesn’t touch 
the bottom of it. With wooden 
spoon, beat the sieved Ro- 
quefort and cream cheese to- 
gether until blendedZ Drain an- 
chovies lightly and chop fine. 
Beat into cheese, with brandy 
flavoring to taste, so anchovy 
is well distributed. Turn into a 
jar and cover tightly. Refrig- 
erate overnight or for a couple 
of days to allow flavors to 
blend. Serve as a spread with 
crackers or another appropriate 
accompaniment.

Low Blood Sugar

O you tire easily? Do you complain of being jittery 
1D and weak? Do you get dizzy spells? If nothing else, 
after examination, seems to explain the reason for your 
symptoms, here’s a tip: Have blood sugar studies made by 
your doctor. You may have 


a lower than normal blood 


ee sugar. This condition is 
called Hypoglycemia. 
In very rare cases it 


is due to a tumor of the 
pancreas. These patients 
are more than jittery and 
weak. They may actually 
faint and have convulsions 
when the blood sugar falls 
precipitously 
In the patients I am 
| : referring to, the condition 
. is caused by not so great 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN a drop in sugar. It is called 
“functional” or “neurogenic” hypoglycemia. Fortunately, 
“more cases are being correctly diagnosed. In the past (and 
perhaps still too often) the diagnosis was overlooked. Mod- 
ern laboratory methods of examining blood sugar content 
help us to differentiate our cases. 
x * * 

FOR EXAMPLE, there was one husky man of about 35 
whom I treated for weeks for nervousness and jitteriness. 
I thought his symptoms were due to an unsatisfactory 
relationship between him and his wife. They were always 
quarreling. But I found out later that I had put the cart 
before the horse. They quarreled because he was nervous; 
he wasn't jittery because they had quarreled. 

One day while further discussing his complaints he 
said something that gave me the diagnostic hunch. He said: 
“You know, doctor, I've noticed that my tiredness and 
jittery feelings seem to disappear as if by magic after I've 
eaten a chocolate bar. For example, last night my wife had 
to drag me to the movies, I was so tired. I felt weak as a 
fish out of water. While we were waiting in the lobby for 
the feature to end, I bought a candy bar. It wasn’t minutes 
before I told my wife I felt like a new man. My tiredness 
lifted as quickly as if you had lifted a curtain from the 
stage. I told her I'd be sure to tell you this today in case 
it has some bearing on the case.”

I FELT that a diagnosis of “neurogenic” hypoglycemia 
was correct. Especially, when subsequent tests taken when 
he was most tired and jittery repeatedly showed lower-than- 
normal blood sugar readings. He reacted favorably when- 
ever he took a cube of sugar or glass of orange juice 
every three hours throughout the day. His fatigue vanished. 

Contrary to what we used to believe years ago, such 
patients are put on a low carbohydrate rather than on a 
high one. They should not take more than 125-150 grams 
of carbohydrate daily. But they should have a diet high in 

- protein, and the fat intake should be high enough for cal- 
- orie needs but not sufficient to cause obesity. 
Our patient was put on this regime. I also prescribed 


“frequent between-meal and bedtime snacks. He took small

Handy Item 
For Picnics

WELL-STOCKED pantry is 
A a year-round convenience. 

In picnic season, we find it 
just as useful as in cold weather. 
We may market with impromptu 
picnics in mind so we will be 
ready at a moment's notice to 
prepare for that outdoor meal. 

It is a good plan to have a 
few cans of meat, as this is some- 
thing that will serve for sand- 
wiches and for other purposes. 
Besides the meat loaves and the 
frankfurters, there are the bone- 
less hams; those of small size— 
one to two pounds of the domes- 
tic type—do not need refrigera- 
tion. A larger three-pound size 
imported from Denmark also 
can be kept on the pantry 
shelf.

THE contents will make about 
ten or twelve servings. The meat 
can be sliced for sandwhiches or 
glazed and served hot. 


A question from a reader asks 
whether it is safe to use canned 
hams without any further cook- 
ing. Just read the label and 
follow the directions on it. For 
some reason, many of us neglect 
our study of labels. This is a 
disappointment to manfacturers 
and often a disadvantage to con- 
sumers. Sometimes they ignore 
efforts to make kitchen problems 
easter. 


For instance, a recent study 


shows that few persons open 
cartons along those dotted lines 
which, if followed, will not only 
make it easier to open a package 
but also to close it if all of the 
contents have not been used. 


Baked Ham, Pickled Peach Glaze 


One three-pound can ham, 
one cup peach jam, one tea- 
spoon whole cloves, four table- 
spoons vinegar, one-half tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one tablespoon 
brown sugar, 

Remove ham from can and 
place in small roasting pan. 
Combine remaining ingredients 
and spread half of mixture over 
ham. Bake in slow oven (325 
degrees) 15 minutes. Spread re- 
maining glaze on ham and con- 
tinue baking 15 minutes. Yield: 
ten to twelve servings. 

Scalloped Potatoes With Ham. 

Six medium potatoes, Salt, 
Pepper, Dry mustard, two table- 
spoons flour, three tablespoons, 
butter, one cup diced cooked 
or canned leftover ham, three 
cups milk (about). 

Wash and pare potatoes and 
and cut in very thin slices.

There is, 
however, something sacred 
about the commands of adult 
origin, and this sacredness 
varies with the moral worth of 
the parents. 

The child is quicker in mak- 
ing moral judgments about his 
elders than is generally admit- 
ted. This is the age where 
mechanism of obé@Gience is de- 
veloped which saves the child 
from capricious action. Habits 
of virtue are inculcated before 
there is a knowledge of the rea- 
son of virtue, just as a child is 
taught cleanliness before know- 
ing the reason for it. It is only, 
therefore, a provisory basis on 
which is found true obedience. 


ees Be 
OBEDIENCE in a child varies 

from age to age, as there is a 

progress toward self-govern- 


ment. At the age from 7 to 13 
the child is stripped progres- 
sively of his ego-centricism, In 
school he contacts other per- 
sonalities and there is awakened 
in him the exigencies of a so- 
cial order. At this point con- 
science is developed which re- 
quires the necessity of rule. 
Sometimes the rule presents it- 
self as opposed to his own; he 
may submit to it through an 
inner sentiment of fear, of re- 
spect, of affection or of obedi- 
ence. If done rightly, the obedi- 
ence becomes positive, the sub- 
mission becomes acceptation. 
All obedience demands some 


kind of effort and there must’ 


be attached to it, therefore, 
some interest which will favor 
the one who obeys. A formula 
such as “do this and you will 
please me” is much more effec- 
tive than the injunction “do 
this.” Also helpful is the appeal 
“do this and you will be a man.” 
The appeal to victory touches 
strongly the child from 7 to 13. 
With puberty, a new crisis of 
growth produces the self or the 
personality, affirms itself very 
often against the constraint of 
the adult. Here there is a kind 
of an oscillation between the 
desire to choose freely and the 
desire to be counseled which 
will put an end to decision. 
The curve of obedience, how- 
ever, shows great progress when 
it emanates from someone who 
is well liked. Experiments have 
shown that the adolescent loves 
firmness and he will attach him- 
self to an energetic and intelli- 
gent chief. As one of the great 
psychologists has put it: ‘There 
is no kind of superiority which 
does not excite their enthusi- 


asm. 
The desire for independ- 
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ence on the one hand and the 
desire for order on the other 
are both a manifestation of the 
unfolding of personality.

THE adolescent will turn witb 
love toward a defender not only 
of order, but of all those powers 
and forces and talents by which 
he feels equipped. Good will 
may be more superior at this 
moment than at any other time 
during life. If there is an inte- 
rior acceptance on account of 
some superiority, obedience has 
becore a love welcoming to 
order. Education has been de- 
fined as “a direction of growth.” 


Obedience ceases to be exter- 
nal and begins to be internal in 
the measure that the child gives 
free consent to it. In play and 
in games, he admits and insists 
on the necessity of rule. He will 
even condemn other children 
who break it. Thus it is that 
the child gradually awakes to 
see the reason behind the rule.
